Other people in Lon- 
don who have been leading workers 
in Major Douglas’ set-up and who 
have now been disowned by Douglas 
said they could not explain it either. 
But it was a fact that Douglas = sud- 
denly dissolved his secretarist on his 
own initiative and formed a new or- 
ganization from which some of his 
chief helpers of the past were barred. 

In Edmonton, it was being wondered 
what had caused the breakdown of 
the organization; whether it was due 
to failure of financial contributions
